DEATHS 


The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents  recorded  by 
the  Registrar  General  is  763  (see  Table  on  Page  8). 


477  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
including  26  deaths  of  non-residents  which  were  transferred  to  their 
appropriate  registration  areas;  312  Stretford  residents  died  outside 
the  district.  The  net  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents 
(occurring  within  or  outside  the  district)  was  therefore  763.  Of 
this  number  415  (or  54.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  occurred 
after  the  age  of  65  years.

There  have  been  no  changes  or  developments  in  the  services  pro¬ 
vided  for  Laboratory  facilities  during  1947. 

Ambulance  Facilities  - 

The  service  is  adequate  and  efficient  but  inevitably  expensive 
on  account  of  the  awards  of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Whitley 
Council,  Eleven  men  are  employed  on  a  basis  of  eight  hours  duty  on 
each  of  six  days  a  week.  All  duty  over  forty-eight  hours  a  week  and 
all  duty  on  Sunday  has  to  be  paid  for  at  overtime  rates, 

3785  calls  were  made,  410  on  account  of  accidents  and  3375  for 
removal  to  or  from  hospital. 

Infectious  patients  are  removed  in  the  motor  ambulances  of  the 
Salford  Corporation. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  District  Nursing  Service  is  provided 
by  the  Stretford  War  Memorial  Red  Cross  Public  Nursing  Service, nurses 
from  the  Manchester  District  Nursing  Institution  being  allocated  to 
work  in  the  Borough.  During  the  year  2113  patients  were  attended  by 
the  district  Nurses,  involving  7*864  visits. 

No  organised  arrangements  exist  for  the  domiciliary  nursing  of 
infectious  patients. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  are  detailed  on  page  12. 


Hospitals.  The  only  hospital  in  the  borough  is  the  Stretford  . 
Memorial  Hospital,  a  voluntary  hospital,  which  provides  60  beds  for 
general  medical  and  surgical  patients  (20  male  and  20  female);  and  20 
beds  for  maternity  patients.  Plans  for  extension  of  the  hospital  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Manchester,  Salford  and  Stretford  Joint 
Hospitals  Advisory  Board  and  approved  in  principle.

In  addition  53  infants  with  discharging  eyes  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Department,  with  satisfactory  results  in  every  case. 

The  importance  of  Rule  12  (e)of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 
requiring  the  midwife  to  send  for  medical  aid  in  every  case  of 
inflammation  of  or  discharge  from  the  eyes,  however  slight 
is  continually  stressed. 

All  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  all  cases  of  infla¬ 
mmation  of  or  discharge  from  the  eyes  are  carefully  investigated 
and  followed  up. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  impairment  of  vision 
has  resulted  in  the  cases  of  Ophthalmia,  or  eye  discharge  report¬ 
ed  during  the  last  20  years.

Records  of  Sending  for  Medical  Help  - 

282  records  of  sending  for  medical  help  were  received  from 
certified  midwives  in  1947« 
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Compensation  to  Midwives 


In  2  instances  "compensation”  was  paid  to  midwives  at  the  rate 
of  10/-  per  case, on  account  of  patients  having  been  recommended  for 
removal  to  hospital  by  medical  practitioners  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  General  Practitioner  Pre-Natal  Scheme, 


Maternity  Beds  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  - 

Of  the  452  women  admitted  to  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital 
in  1947,  350  occupied  beds  subsidised  by  the  Council,  and  102  were 
in  non-council  beds. 

65  applications  for  admission  to  beds  subsidised  by  the 
Corporation  had  to  be  refused,  9  applications  for  admission  to 
non-council  beds  were  also  refused,  2  of  these  from  persons  residing 
outside  the  Borough. 

The  temporary  accommodation  improvised  by  the  utilisation  of 
the  children’s  ward  for  maternity  patients  is  open  to  serious  criti¬ 
cism  but  the  demand  for  maternity  beds  is  still  in  excess  of  the 
accommodation. 

In  considering  applications  for  admission  it  is  necessary  to 
give  preference  to  patients  at  first  confinements  or  to  those  requir¬ 
ing  hospital  treatment  for  medical  reasons  or  because  of  unsatisfactory 
home  conditions.  The  present  housing  conditions  add  greatly  to 
the  difficulty. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  midwives  to  deal  with 
" emergencies”  during  pregnancy  in  20  cases,  during  labour  in  214 
cases,  during  lying-in  period  in  20  cases,  on  account  of  the  child 
in  28  cases. 


Payment  of  Doctors’  Pees  for  Medical  Assistance  in  Emergency  - 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  253  claims  were  received  from 
medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified  midwives  in  cases  of 
” emergency”  as  required  by  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

No  claim  was  received  from  the  doctor  in  47  instances  in  which 
medical  practitioners  were  summoned  by  midwives.  The  patients  made 
payment  direct  to  the  medical  practitioners  concerned. 
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As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  6l7a,  the 
Council  refrain  from  exercising  the  power  of  recovery  of  fees  paid 
to  Medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified  midwives  in  cases 
of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes  of  infants.  10 
such  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Supervision  of  Midwives  - 

This  has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Knight,  who  has  maintained 
contact  with  the  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice.  No  instance 
of  negligence  on  the  part  of  certified  midwives  has  arisen  during 
the  year. 


Midwives 1  Act,  1936 

Six  midwives  are  employed  as  whole-time  salaried  domiciliary 
midwives  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  of  the 
Midwives  *  Act,  1936. 

The  Midwives  work  in  pairs  so  that  if  the  midwife  who  has 
been  engaged  is  not  available  the  case  is  passed  on  to  the  second 
midwife,  with  whom  the  patient  is  already  acquainted. 

Each  midwife  is  available  by  telephone  at  her  place  of 
residence. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Mun¬ 
icipal  Midwives  appointed  by  the  Corporation  under  the  above  Act 
from  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1 94-7*

The  Education  Committee’s  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Professor 
Sir  Harry  Platt,  F*R0CoS0  ,  deals  also  with  cases  referred  from 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres, 

During  1947,  26  children  of  pre-school  age  have  been 
attended  by  Professor  Sir  Harry  Platt  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic, 
and  50  have  attended  the  Remedial  Exercises  Clinic,  Cases 
requiring  protracted  Hospital  Treatment  are  admitted  to  the 
Biddulph  Orthopaedic  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Lancashire

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children  -

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Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  after  consideration 
of  the  Circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  subject  of  the 
care  of  illegitimate  children,  approved  a  proposal  to  establish  a 
hostel  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  as  soon  as  premises 
suitable  for  adaptation  could  be  obtained. 


Premises  were  inspected  and  were  considered  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  Difficulties  of  acquisition  were  still  under  investigation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1 947# 


The  premises  would  accommodate  up  to  10  or  12  mothers  and  14 
or  1 6  babies.  The  main  purpose  of  the  hostel  would  be  to  avoid 
separation  of  unmarried  mothers  from  their  babies  when  they  are 
denied  a  home  by  their  relatives.  The  mothers  would  be  able  to 
go  out  to  work  and  return  to  the  hostel  each  evening  to  take  some 
share  in  the  care  of  the  children,  washing,  mending,  etc. 


The  hostel  would  provide  valuable  opportunities  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  mothercraft  and  would  foster  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  the 
mother.  Many  of  the  mothers  who  might  otherwise  seek  an  easier 
solution  of  their  responsibilities  by  having  the  child  adopted  would 
be  encouraged  to  face  their  responsibilities,  and  would  develop  a 
real  affection  for  the  child. 


The  hostel  could  also  provide  residential  accommodation  for 
the  short  stay  of  children  during  periods  of  domestic  difficulty  or 
other  special  circumstances. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY,  1947.  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  OF  INFANTS  UNDER  ONE  YEAR  OF  AGE 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1947  was  40  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  45  in  the  previous  year.  From  the  table  on  page  27 
it  will  be  observed  that  of  the  54  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age,  37  occurred  within  one  month  of  birth.

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SECTION  G  - 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  - 

The  whole  of  the  water  is  obtained  by  constant  supply  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  supplied  by 
stand  pipe,  each  of  the  17,010  houses  in  the  Borough  having  an  indiv¬ 
idual  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes# 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  - 

The  Sewage  Works,  which  were  opened  in  1885,  now  comprise  120 
acres,  of  which  84  acres  are  under  sewage  treated  by  broad  irrigation# 


Rivers  and  Streams  - 

The  Local  Authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  is  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Catchment  Board. 

The  effluent  from  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  discharges  into  the 
Rickety  Brook  and  eventually  into  the  River  Mersey#  Examination  of 
the  effluent  is  carried  out  systematically  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Catchment  Board  &nd  in  every  instance  during  the  year  the  samples  have 
been  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.

Shops  - 

During  1947  shops  have  been  visited  by  the  sanitary  insp¬ 
ectors  and  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  majority  cf  the  shops  in  the  Borough  are  family  businesses 
with  living  accommodation  attached.  A  considerable  number  of  others 
are  one-man  businesses. 

The  need  for  protection  of  foodstuffs  against  contamination  is 
regularly  brought  to  the  attention  of  a  number  of  shopkeepers  and 
stallholders  at  the  market. 


Smoke  Abatement  - 

There  are  177  factory  and  works  chimneys  in  the  area.  During 
the  year  47  smoke  observations  were  taken. 

The  time  concession  allowed  for  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two 
minutes  in  each  half  hour,  and  this  limit  was  proved  by  observation 
to  have  been  exceeded  on  7  occasions. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Soc¬ 
iety  and  on  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee. 

Complaints  of  offensive  effluvia  and  fumes  from  industrial  pro¬ 
cesses  which  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  Corporation's  powers  and 
duties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  are  referred  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Acts. 


Swimming  Baths  -

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Methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from  Bed  Bugs  - 

In  cases  of  serious  infestation,  owners  and  occupiers  are  ad¬ 
vised  to  make  arrangements  for  fumigation  with  hydrogen  cyanide.  For 
slight  infestation,  the  Departments  officers  fumigate  by  sulphur  or 
spray  with  Zaldecide  or  D0D0Tc  three  separate  exposures  to  the  gas 
being  required;  clothing  and  bedding  is  treated  by  steam. 


Methods  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  Houses  - 

An  inspection  is  made  of  every  house  the  tenant  of  which  has 
been  allotted  a  Corporation  house,  and  in  every  case  of  infestation 
appropriate  measures  are  carried  out  before  the  removal  is  permitted.

Schools  - 

The  sanitary  condition  of  public  elementary  schools  is  main¬ 
tained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  water  supply  to  each 
school  is  from  the  Manchester  Corporation,  Each  school  is  visited 
once  every  quarter  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who  reports  to  the 
Education  Committee.

General  observations  as  to  housing  conditions,  including  the 
standard  of  houses, the  prevalent  types, age  and  approximate  numbers 
and  general  soundness  of  the  several  types  -  any  information  as  to 
prevailing  forms  of  defects  and  of  prevailing  bad  conditions 
resulting  from  overcrowding: 

Approximately  600  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  were  built 
about  1 20  to  1 30  years  ago  and  have  outlived  their  economic  life. 
They  consist  of  four-roomed  houses  without  bath  or  hot  water  supply, 
with  a  very  small  scullery,  whilst  others  have  a  very  small  third 
bedroom;  most  of  them  are  cellared. 

The  general  standard  of  the  remaining  houses  in  the  Borough 
is  good,  the  prevalent  type  being  a  three-bedroomed  house. 

About  one  third  of  the  houses  are  of  the  detached  or  semi¬ 
detached  type. 

There  still  remain  a  number  of  the  old  type  large,  family 
houses  which  are  now  unsuitable  for  a  single  family  and  which  are 
let  in  lodgings.  The  amenities  of  these  houses  are  quite 

inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  sub-tenants  and  out  of  proportion 
to  the  rents  paid.  Unfortunately,  lack  of  alternative 

accommodation  still  prevents  action  which  would  close  a  number  of 
such  dwellings.  Many  of  the  occupants  are  living  under  intolerable 
conditions  and  are  applicants  for  tenancies  of  Council  Houses.

Milk  Supply  - 

Only  one  dairy  farm  now  survives  within  the  Borough,  producing 
a  total  quantity  of  approximately  40  gallons  of  milk  per  day. 
Approximately  4831  gallons  per  day  is  sold  in  the  Borough  by  retail¬ 
ers  who  receive  supplies  by  rail  or  road. 

A  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  of  dairy  premises  and 
proper  care  in  the  handling  of  utensils  and  bottles,  particularly  in 
the  washing  of  bottles, cans  and  churns  is  only  maintained  by  regular 
systematic  inspection.  There  is  still  need  for  a  greater 

appreciation  of  the  necessity  for  sterilisation  by  steam.

Meat  and  other  Foods  - 

Since  the  inception  of  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  no  slaughtering  has  been  done  within  the  Borough.  Systematic 
inspection  is  made  of  all  stalls,  shops,  stores,  vehicles  and  places 
where  food  is  prepared.  Further  reference  to  the  work  of  meat 
inspection  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  conducted  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Manchester.  In  any  case  of  suspected 
food  poisoning  the  laboratory  facilities  provided  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  would  be  utilised. 

Adulteration  - 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  and  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act, 1938, 
the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  and  the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk 
Regulations  is  carried  out  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  1  68  samples  were  examined  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938  by  the  Salford  City  Analyst  who  is  appointed  analyist 
for  the  Borough. 

13  samples  were  reported  as  not  genuine.  Many  of  the  offences 
were  relatively  slight,  being  principally  errors  in  labelling.  In 
all  cases  informal  action  remedied  the  matters  complained  of.

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic,  the  notifications  and 
the  mortality  approximating  to  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  remained  low,  3  cases  being  notified 
as  compared  with  7  cases  in  1946* 

Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  practitioners  at  the  Public 
Health  Offices  and  at  all  three  Police  Stations  in  the  Borough.  232,000 
units  were  distributed  in  1947  as  compared  with  148,000  units  in  1946. 


Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria 

For  many  years  the  Council  as  the  local  Public  Health  Authority 
has  made  available  facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  The 
decline  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  provides  striking  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  immunisation  of  children  against  this  disease.

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The  immunisation  material  is  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
free  of  charge.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  obtain  immunisation 

at  about  the  age  of  one  year  and  parents  are  encouraged  to  bring  them 
for  a  further  single  dose  in  succeeding  years  until  the  child  commenc¬ 
es  school. 

Notifications  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  and  inf luenzal  pieumonia 
is  admittedly  incomplete.  In  comparing  the  number  of  notifications 
with  the  registered  deaths, it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Registrar 
General !s  classification  groups  together  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
pneumonia. 

CEREBRO -SPINAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  were  treated  in  hospital.  Both 

patients  recovered. 

DYSENTERY. 

One  case  was  notified  and  was  treated  by  his  own  doctor.  No 
specimens  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

MALARIA. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  both  patients  having  recently  returned 
from  active  service  abroad.  No  blood  films  were  submitted  for 

examination,  the  patients  were  treated  by  their  own  doctor  and  recov¬ 
ered 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  were  nine  confirmed  cases.  One  patient,  a  female  aged  22 
years,  died  a  week  after  removal  to  hospital.  Three  patients  suffered 
from  comparatively  mild  attacks  and  v/ere  treated  at  home.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs  for  the  year  1947. 

The  report  again  consists  principally  of  statistical  sum¬ 
maries  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary,  Cleansing  and 
Rodent  Control  staffs, 

I  am  pleased  to  report  better  progress  with  housing  repairs 
during  the  year  notwithstanding  a  continued  shortage  of  available 
labour  and  materials,  and  an  Inspectorial  staff  still  one  below 
strength.  Attention  is  drawn  in  another  part  of  the  report  to 
the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  being  made  to 
the  department  compared  with  previous  years*  These  complaints 
add  considerably  to  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  question  of  inspection  of  offices  in  the  borough  rec¬ 
eived  the  attention  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  and  following 
upon  several  inspections  of  premises  a  detailed  report  was  submitted 
on  which  standards  for  the  guidance  of  the  staff  were  based. 

By  reason  of  the  shortage  of  staff  it  has  not  been  practic¬ 
able  to  resume  the  inspection  of  shops  with  respect  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  shop  assistants.  It  is  hoped  to  resume  this  work 
during  the  coming  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  the  rodent 
staff  of  the  department  was  increased  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  to  four  operatives  and  one  clerk,  A  few  details  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  this  staff  are  included  in  the  report. 
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Again  salvage  is  dealt  with  fairly  fully,  with  a  review  of  the 
work  of  the  year  compared  with  preceding  years. 

Although  the  Cleansing  Staff  is  now  at  pre-war  strength  the 
work  is  handicapped  by  inability  to  obtain  new  refuse  vehicles  and  the 
frequent  breakdown  of  vehicles  of  the  existing  fleet  which  have  out¬ 
lived  their  useful  lives.  Not  only  is  the  work  delayed  by  these 

causes,  but  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  is  heavy  and  the 
costs  of  collection  increased* 

Details  of  the  many  matters  dealt  with  by  your  staff  are  cont¬ 
ained  in  the  following  pages.

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COMPLAINTS, 


802  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  These  referred 
to  867  nuisances,  details  of  which  are  given  below. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  number  of  complaints  made  to  and 
dealt  with  by  the  department  compared  with  the  years  preceding  the 
war.  In  the  year  1937  for  example,  there  were  only  304  complaints 
relating  to  320  nuisances.  The  investigation  of  these  complaints 
and  the  supervision  of  repairs  found  necessary  have  taken  up  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  the  inspectors’  time.

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  following  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the 

year  - 


Two  cases  taken  in  respect  of  the  non-compliance  with 
Abatement  Notices:  in  both  cases  Orders  were  granted  for  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisances  within  twenty-eight  days.  The  Orders 
not  being  complied  with  the  work  was  carried  out  by  the  depart¬ 
ment. 


By  subsequent  agreement  the  posts  of  these  works  were 
spread  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years. 


DRAINAGE  OP  PROPERTIES, 

All  building  plans  of  properties  are  submitted  by  the 
Borough  Engineer  to  the  Health  Department  for  approval  of  the 
proposed  drainage  and  of  other  matters  coming  under  the  control 
of  the  department. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Borough  Engineer  the  inspection  and 
testing  of  all  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  on  new  property  ex¬ 
cepting  Corporation  property,  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff. 

In  pursuance  of  this  arrangement  170  tests  by  either  smoke 
or  water  were  applied. 

In  the  reconstruction  of  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of 
old  property  23  tests  were  applied. 

Maintenance  of  sewers  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  eleven  blocks  of  property,  totalling  65 
houses.  The  costs  of  these  works,  amounting  to  £378.  6.  3.  have 
been  or  are  being  recovered  from  the  owners  in  accordance  with 
Section  2 A  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936* 
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HOUSING-, 


A  statistical  summary  of  houses  dealt  with  and  inspections 
made  has  again  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ; 
this  summary  is  included  in  his  report.  On  account  of  condensing 
the  report  no  observations  of  the  figures  are  contained  herein. 

It  is  known  to  the  department  that  there  is  considerable 
sub -let ting  of  rooms  in  the  borough,  but  owing  to  the  housing 
shortage  very  little  action  has  been  possible. 

Further,  due  to  building  materials  and  fittings  being  in 
short  supply,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  secure  the  standard  for 
separate  amenities  which  was  obtained  before  the  war. 


DISINFESTATION. 

1 6 1  rooms  in  1 05  houses  have  been  treated  by  the  department 
for  vermin  infestation. 


FACTORIES. 

73  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year.  2$ 
notices  relating  to  insanitary  conditions  at  factories  were  rec¬ 
eived  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  These  matters  were 
investigated  and  dealt  with  by  the  staff.  All  referred  to  the 
sanitary  conveniences  at  the  factories  and  all  but  two  of  the 
notices  had  been  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  works 
at  these  two  were  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Byelaws  as  to  providing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in 
factories  and  workshops  where  less  than  forty  persons  are  employed 
are  in  operation  in  the  Borough. 


OUTWORKERS  PREMISES. 

There  are  six  firms  in  the  borough  employing  outworkers. 
Lists  of  these  outworkers  have  been  received  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act,  and  particulars  sent  to 
those  authorities  within  whose  district  the  outworkers  reside  or 
carry  on  their  employment. 

Six  lists  of  outworkers,  resident  in  this  district,  but 
engaged  by  firms  without  the  district,  have  been  received  from 
other  authorities. 

Twenty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  outworkers  premises 
by  the  sanitary  staff.  Conditions  under  which  work  was  carried 
out  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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BAKEHOUSES 0 


Eight  bakehouses  have  been  visited  during  the  year*  They 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  maintained. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Permission  to  carry  on  these  trades  in  the  Borough  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  annual  renewal  by  the  Town  Council.

The  gut  scrapers  premises  were  seriously  damaged  by  enemy 
action  during  the  war  but  the  portion  in  which  he  is  carrying  on  the 
business  is  kept  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  firm  are  hoping 
in  the  near  future,  to  rebuild  their  premises. 

One  fat  melter  was  hoping  to  build  new  premises  war  broke 

out  but  the  work  was  then  suspended  and  is  now  carrying  on  in  the 

old  premises  temporarily  reconditioned.  The  business  is  carried 
on  satisfactorily. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Forty  seven  time-recorded  smoke  observations  were  taken  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Byelaws,  fixing  the  time  concession  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  at  two  minutes  in  the  half  hour,  are  in  operation  in  the  Bor¬ 
ough;  this  limit  was  exceeded  on  seven  occasions.  There  was  also 
one  instance  of  a  works  chimney  emitting  dense  smoke  of  a  colour 
other  than  black. 

Four  statutory  notices  were  served  on  offending  firms. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  in  respect  of  smoke  nuisances. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

193  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  the  occurrence  of  these 
diseases. 

228  rooms  of  houses  were  sprayed  or  fumigated. 
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54  separate  lots  of  bedding  were  removed  to  the  Sanitary 
Depot  for  steam  disinfection, 

11  lots  of  bedding  were  destroyed. 


MORTUARY. 

The  mortuary  at  City  Road  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Cor 
poration,  but  its  use  is  determined  by  the  County  Police. 

It  was  used  on  53  occasions  for  the  reception  of  bodies. 

Of  these 

33  had  died  from  natural  causes. 

1  was  an  industrial  accident. 

4  were  due  to  drowning. 

3  were  suicides, 

3  were  due  to  bums. 

1  was  due  to  lack  of  attention  at  birth. 

3  were  deaths  not  registered  in  the  district, 

(certified  cause  of  death  not  known). 

2  were  due  to  choking. 

1  due  to  shock  from  falling  downstairs. 

1  due  to  fracture  of  the  skull  due  to  falling  down 
light  shaft. 

1  from  asphyxia  from  being  buried  between  a  stack  of 
oats. 


CINEMA  HOUSES. 

The  Cinema  Houses  have  been  periodically  visited  and  insp¬ 
ected  with  respect  to  the  sanitary  accommodation.  Attention 

has  been  drawn  to  defects  found  and  these  have  at  once  been  remedied. 

Difficulty  is  at  times  experienced  by  the  management  of  the 
various  cinemas  in  maintaining  the  conveniences  in  a  clean  condition 
during  the  performances  and  in  avoiding  abuse  by  visiting  public. 


PETROLEUM  AND  CARBIDE  STORES. 

Nine  new  applications  for  licences  were  submitted  during 
the  year  and  were  granted.  In  all  139  licences  to  store 

petroleum  spirit,  11  to  store  carbide  of  calcium,  were  granted. 
Licence  fees  amounting  to  £111  v/ere  received. 
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All  new  stores  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Corporation  and  all  are  inspected  prior  to  a  licence 
being  issued.  Visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  if 
the  premises  or  stores  are  in  the  same  condition  as  when  originally 
licensed,  and  to  note  if  the  conditions  of  the  licences  are  being 
observed. 


HACKNEY  CARRIAGE. 

A  tabulated  statement  is  appended  showing  the  number  of 
licences  granted  during  the  year  to  ply  for  hire  within  the  district.

necessary.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Owing  to  the  continuance  of  regional  slaughtering  of  cattle, 
meat  inspection  v/ithin  the  Borough  has  been  confined  to  butchers' 
shops  and  making-up  rooms,  but  the  examination  of  other  foods  has 
again  occupied  the  department  to  a  considerable  extent  and  during 
the  year  a  total  weight  of  7  tons  12  cwts  1  qt.  24  lbs  has  been 
surrendered  to  the  department  and  certified  as  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  Details  are  given  below  in  tabulated  form* 

Where  possible,  unfit  food  is  permitted  to  be  utilised  for 
animal  feeding  or  industrial  purposes,  either  through  the  agency 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  Salvage  Division, or  through  the  local  sal¬ 
vage  scheme. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  sold  or  produced  v/ithin  the  Borough 
has  been  carried  out  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination, 
details  of  which  appear  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report. 

Sampling  of  foods  for  chemical  analysis  have  been  carried 
out  on  the  basis  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
viz,,  3  per  1,000  population,  although  this  figure  has  not  been 
attained  this  year  because  of  difficulty  encountered  in  obtaining 
sampling  bottles.  Details  of  these  samples  appear  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  report. 

Food  Enforcement  duties  were  carried  out  for  the  local  Food 
Control  Committee  until  September,  when  these  duties  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Divisional  Food  Enforcement  Department.

Food  Premises 

593  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  foodstuffs  are  prep¬ 
ared,  stores  or  exposed  for  sale,  e, g,  fishmongers,  greengrocers, 
fish,  chip  and  potato  caterers,  restaurants  and  market  stalls. 


Dairy  Premises 

1 24  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  milk. 

There  is  now  only  one  farm  within  the  Borough  where  milk  is 
produced.  At  this  farm  there  is  one  shippon  housing  20  cows.  The 
milk  is  retailed  by  the  farmer  and  is  not  pasteurised  or  heat 
treated. 


Ice  Cream  - 

There  are  in  the  Borough  15  ice  cream  manufacturers  making 
a  hot  mix;  the  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  samples  taken 
both  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  in  this  district  making  a  cold 

mix. 
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17  applications  have  been  received  for  the  sale  or  manufacture 
of  ice  cream,  of  these  6  were  for  the  sale  of  loose  ice  cream*  5 
were  granted,  9  of  the  applications  were  for  the  sale  of  wrapped 
ice  cream  -  all  were  granted. 

One  application  was  in  respect  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  and  one  application  for  manufacture  only.  Both  these 
applications  were  granted. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register  of  the 
department  28  retailers  of  loose  ice  cream  and  10  retailers  selling 
wrapped  ice  cream. 

21  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year.

One  S,  and  D,  side  loader  is  used  for  the  collection  of 
kitchen  waste.

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  17.010  premises  from 
which  domestic  refuse  was  being  removed.

In  addition  there  are  4  dry  ashplaces  at  schools, and  40  pail 
closets,  situate  at  the  docks  and  wharves  of  the  Ship  Canal  where 
there  is  no  sewer;  these  are  emptied  twice  weekly.

Your  Committee,  have  for  some  time  been  considering  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  refuse  disposal  and  the  acquisition  of  a  suitable  site  and 
after  surveying  three  sites  within  the  Borough,  submitted  a  proposal 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  compulsor}^  purchase  of  an  area 
south  of  Urmston  Lane,  which  will  serve  the  requirements  of  the 
Borough  for  many  years.  A  Local  Inquiry  into  this  application 
was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  14th  November  1947. 
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At  the  time  of  the  Inquiry  it  was  estimated  that  the  present 
tip  site  would  be  fully  tipped  in  twelve  months  time. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  " controlled”  lines  and  on  com¬ 
pletion  to  the  required  level  is  covered  with  soil  to  a  depth  of 
approximately  18”  and  the  land  is  then  let  to  a  farmer. 
Approximately  40  acres  of  tipped  land  (previously  subject  to 
flooding  from  the  River  Mersey)  are  now  under  cultivation. 


SALVAGE, 

The  collection  of  salvage  continued  during  the  year  and  as 
further  resignations  of  salvage  stewards  took  place  collection  was 
carried  out  by  the  refuse  collectors  on  their  rounds. 

The  number  of  salvage  stewards  operating  during  the  year  av¬ 
eraged  about  100  out  of  a  necessary  number  of  615, 

This  further  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  stewards  together 
with  continued  transport  difficulties  made  the  collection  of  salvage 
a  very  real  problem. 

In  July  it  was  decided  to  re-introduce  a  bonus  scheme  payable 
on  percentage  increase  in  collections  over  the  average  for  the 
previous  nine  months,  and  an  increase  of  25%  in  paper  collections 
was  achieved.  There  was  also  an  increase  of  100%  in  bottles  and 
jars  but  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  bone  collected,  and 
collections  of  kitchen  waste  continued  to  decline. 

There  are  475  communal  bins  for  kitchen  waste  placed  through¬ 
out  the  district  and  these  are  emptied  three  times  v^eekly.  In 

1943,  which  was  the  peak  year,  682  tons  of  kitchen  waste  v/ere  coll¬ 
ected.  In  1947  with  the  same  disposal  facilities  only  523  tons 

were  collected,  a  drop  of  23%. 

This  fact  points  to  the  lessening  of  public  interest  in  sal¬ 
vage,  as  does  the  reduction  in  bone  collections  which  have  dropped 
from  nearly  27  tons  in  1943  to  little  over  5  tons  in  1947» 

As  pointed  out  in  the  report  for  1946,  the  amount  of  bone 

collected  is  little  more  than  one  tenth  of  that  actually  available, 

as  disclosed  by  tests,  resulting  in  the  import,  often  at  a  cost  of 
dollars,  of  the  material  being  wasted  here  at  home. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  Borough  is  by  controlled 
tipping  and  this  makes  impossible  the  recovery  of  bone  or  other 
salvage,  placed  in  dustbins. 
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That  the  economic  recovery  of  this  country  is  a  slow  process 
is  too  painfully  obvious,  and  yet  one  method  of  increasing  the  speed 
of  such  recovery  lies  in  our  own  hands  -  MORE  SALVAGE  J 

Apart  from  the  saving  in  imports  there  is  a  financial  gain 
to  the  district*  The  increase  in  paper  referred  to  previously 
meant  a  gross  increase  in  money  of  £424  plus  £58  in  Government 
grants,  a  total  of  nearly  £500  or  £10  each  week.
